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2, Tho annexed tabular statement shows the population of each district, 
the number of children known to be at school, and the number which would 
bbe at school if tho Midnapore standard wore reached every where. It will be 
seen that the district of the 24-Pergunnahs stands at the head of the list 
with 22-2 children nt school for every thousand of the population. But the 
circunistances of this distriot, which includes the suburbs of Calcutta, ate of 
‘un cxeeptional character, anda Maxistrate in the interior might reasonably 
urge that results which are ‘attainable without much difficulty in the 
‘AePergunnalis are beyond te ceach of officers who have to deal with a 
village populatio 

3. No such plea, however, can be advanced when the comparison is made 
with the district of Midnapore, a district which enjoys no special advantages 
in respect of wealth, intelligence, or vicinity to the motopulis. Tho 
‘Lioutenant-Governcr therefore desires to call special attention to the daet 
that, while Midnapore eontains as nearly ax possible one-twenty-fitth of the 
Poptlation of the Lower Provinces, the number of children on the tolls 
of its schools amounts to one-tenth of the wholy mumber known to bo at 
school throughout the eountry. If the standard of Midnapore were generally 
reached, the number of children at school would ris¢ nt once from half % 
million’ to o million ond a quurter. In the -Potna Division alone nearly 
200,000 cbiildren would bo added to the number at present under instruction, 

4, In connection with this subject, there are throc considerations which 
the Licutenant-Govornor wishes to commend to the notice of offers in 
charge of districts, In the first place, although Midnapore compares so favourably 
with othor mofussil districts, it is not to be supposed that even in Midnapore 
the proportion ofchildren at school is by any means large. t is estimated that 
in every thousand of the population thero are 166 children of a school-going 
age; aud even in Midnapore less than 20 of thes» are known to be at school. 
Ax far as our returns supply information, at least seven children owt of eigiit 
are growing up untaught, even in the distriet in which education is more 
general than in any other district of Bengal. ‘This iv sufficient to 
show that, even if every district in Bengal could ut onee be raised to the 
Midnapore standard, only a small portion of the field would lave been 
covered. ‘This standard, therefore, must be looked upon not as a final goal, 
but as a fret stage; not as a point at which farther exertion may be suspended, 
but as a landmark indicating a degree of partial success which has been 
aitained in one distriet, and ean therefore probably be attained in other 

5. Secondly, it in to be observed that the measure of suevess which has 
‘won achieved in Midnapore is due, not tw any general diffusion of higher 
education, but to the judicious creanization of the primary schools of the 
district. In leaving those schools under the control of tho District Magistrates, 
the Government has placed in the hands of those officers an important chargs 
and a weighty responsibility. ‘The primary school, an institution indigenous 
to this country, strong in the associations of antiquity and in the support 
derived from nutional seotiinent, is the most powerfal engine ar the disposal 
of Government for influencing and elevating the great body of the people. 
‘Tho Licutenant-Governor thankfully acknowledges the valuable co-operation 
which tho officers of tho department of education have given in inspecting and 
improving these schools; ‘but. the success of the schools must mainly depend 
upon the exertions of the District Magistrates, and of the committecs by wharn 
they ate advised and assisted, ; 

6. ‘Thirdly, it is important’ to remark that the development of popular 
cilucation in Midnapore has boen conducted without involving ony. great 
burden upon the funds of the State. During the past year the total annual vost 
to Government of each Midnapore patshala was less than Its, 9; whereas the 
average cost of such patshalas throughout the country amounted to Ra. 27-8. 
‘There are now in Midnapore 2,276 primary schools, with 43,926 pupiis, under 
the system organized by Mr. Harrison, ‘The annual evst of these eahools to 
Government is about Re. 20,000, and the expenditure on each pupil in 7 
anpas per year. If the whole of the Government grant for primary eduoati 
could be administered with equal economy, the aumber of ohildren at sobool 
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aight be more than doubled, without the necessity for any increased contribu- 
tidn from the Statd, ‘The importance of this consideration is apparent when 
it is remembered thet it is not in the power of the Government to spend upcn 
education much more than it epends at present, 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor now desires earnestly to appeal to all 
district officers to use their utmost exertions, first, to increate the mumber 
of primary schools and scholars in thrir respective districts; ond secondly 
to see that the primary school graut is administered in such a way as t 
produce the best and largest results. Te is sensiblo that many Magistrat 
Go already devote rouch time and attention to this important department 
of their duties, He hes notioed with much satisfaction thé progress of 
popular edueation, which has been shown in the official returns of several 
years past. But ‘he is not sure that all district officers have fully under. 
stood either Low tauch still remains to be done, or what grostly improved 
reeults might be attained with the mengs already at their disposal. On the 
former of these points it is sufficient to say that if for every child now at 
school in these provinces there were twenty under instruction, we should still 
fall somewhat short of the total number of children of an aze to go to school. 
On the latter poiut tho Lieutenant-Governor desires to bold out the example 
of Midnspore us an instance of judicious and economical administration, the 
success af which is due to the evergy and organizing powor of the Magistrate, 
“and fo the establishmont of a system which is worked through and with the 
people themselv:s, and which ensures the attainment of a direct and tangible 
resul€ for all Government money expended.
